Sin,—I find there are some pertinent questions on this subject agitating 
the public mind, which are deserving the earliost attention on the part of 
the committee appointed in Cornwall to superintend the bill for inflicting 


this impost; for really, look at it how you may, words cannot disguise 
its effect. However, to the point:—1. Is the matter to be settled this 
session or not, seeing that the working half is passed >—2. Is the com- 
mittee to be another “ nullity,” as so aptly expressed in last week’s Journal 
with reference to similar bodies >—3. Is the problem to be open! y; honestly, 
and honourably solved, or is it to be accomplished in concealment, by smu z- 
gling it through Parliament ?—Lastly, in what manner is it to be ad- 
justed, and will it be on a basis of fair dealing between man and man? 

These, Sir, are important in their bearings and ultimate effects, and I 
do regret that no abler master than myself should seize hold of the posi- 
tion, ot = wie grapple pee it more successfullythan I can. Seriatim, 
wi umbly endeavour to render you my opinion on ic 
woder debate ta the four diviaions elated 2.” ane Ceeeee 

1. This subject should be set at rest this session, for the reason that, if 
the end to be attained is good, the sooner the accomplishment the earlier 
the benefits to be derived. If the end be bad, of which there seems some sus- 
spicion, let this vexing oe be terminated. Why continue the excitement, 
harrassing the minds of the lords, engendering the fears of the adventurers, 
and alarming the propriety of the labourer ; for each feel it severely, and 
in its open state doubts creep in as to the probability of the arrangement, 
thus checking enterprise, and excessively detrimental to the interest so 
worthily represented by you ? 

2. The names of the honourable gentlemen composing the committec to 
guard our interests are in themselves sufficient guarantees that their united 
efforts shall be no “ nullity ;” they may have been restrained by circum- 
stances from executing so same y | the behests delegated to their charge, but 
sufficient time has now elapsed for them to come to some decision as to the 
policy of submittin to Parliament a definite “ bill,” which will once and 
for ever conclude this disturbing element. Anxiously, most anxiously 
do we wait their considerate counsel, which will, we hope, result in giving 
to us a measure worthy of them to promulgate and us to receive—one to 
be welcomed by every class affected, satisfactory in its economy, and happy 
in its adaptation to the necessities of the age. 

3. The problem will be solved openly, honestly, and honourabl , en- 
trusted as it is to such men as form the committee, comprising Sir Charles 
Lemon, Sir R. R Vyvyan, Messrs. Michael Williams, Kendall, Marriott, 
Wm. Williams, Downing, Roberts, Darke, Andrew, Boger, Allen, Davey 
and Morcom, gentlemen who bear the impress of sterling honour in its 
strongest sense. They will perform their trust as it should be discharged 
fearlessly and without favour, their aim being the greatest amount of good 
to the greatest number ; and so long as this maxim governs their delibe- 
rations no fear need be entertained of the result, emanating as it will from 
such a collection of wisdom.

SMELTING WITH PEAT CHARCOAL, 


Sia,—Smelting with peat charcoal is a subject of peculiar interest to residents in 
the western counties, and any weil digested plan for producing iron in large quan- 
tities by the employment of this fuel could hardly fail to receive adequate support. 
Unfortunately, those who have communicated their views on this subject have be- 
sy such an ignorance of the material itself, that failure of their schemes would 
be inevitable. 

Ia your Journal of the 5th inst., Mr. 8. B. Rogers bas favoured your readers with 
an extract on this subject from a work which he is getting up for the instruction of 
the rising generation in the metallurgy of iron. Considering Mr. Rogers’s great age, 
something more in accordance with the march of intellect might reasonably have been 
expected from him. In lieu of facts and figures, showing what has been done in the 
way, he simply informs us that smelting with peat is quite feasible, there being on! 
a few difficulties, which, he states, may be surmounted ; but as the manner in whic 
this is to be accomplished is withheld, I presume that Mr. ers 6 some im- 
portant secret in connection therewith, which he is prepared to communicate for 
a consideration. 

We are told that red-ash peat indicates sulphur, and that only the white or greyish 
white varieties should be used for smelting, Now, chemical analysis shows that the 
red-ash peat contains a considerable quantity of peroxide of iron, to which it owes its 
red colour, and scarcely a trace of sulphur; while the white and yellowish white 
varieties contain notable quantitiesofsalphur. It is scarcely credible that Mr. Rogers 
can have volunteered to enlighten us on a substance which he has never seen; and 
yet it would appear so, from his statement that the red-ash peat is the worse for | 
smelting. And in stating that those who have written on the subject have argued as 
if peat existed only in Ireland, Mr, Rogers seems to have been altogether unaware of 
what has really been done in England. 

Some years since, companies were formed for smelting with the peat of Dartmoor; 
and it is now several years since Sir F. Knowles reduced small quantities of iron with 
this fuel. The chief objection to it as a smelting fuel was found in the large per 
centage of ash, some varieties rising so high as 30 per cent.; while the more favour- 
able kinds were seldom under 20 per cent. Mr. Rogers would render a real service 
by informing peatowners how this large proportion of earthy matter may be got rid 
of, or otherwise rendered innoxious in the smelting; also if there is any mineral coal, 
containing a similar large t of ash, fully used in iron smelting. 

Lately, Mr. Blackwell, at the Society of Arts, stated that peat was used as a smelt- 
ing fuel in Bohemia; but this appears to have been the extent of his information on 
the subject. Details as to the arrangements pursued in that country would possibly 
enlighten us as to the cause of previous failures in attempts to use peat in smelting.

Sin,—I have perused latterly, with much interest, the different accounts of various 
ore-washing machines, in letters from aged correspondents, Messrs, Zenner, Eddy, 
Darlington, &c., and much approve of the rotating tables referred to, having been 
engaged for more than 12 months in experimenting on every kind of washing machine 
at present in existence, by means of models, which I do not doubt give a fair idea of 
what the original workable machines can effect. I cannot speak as to the superiority 
of one over another, except in one instance, which I shall presently refer to; but 
from what I can imagine from the description of the conical tabular rotating buddle, 
I have no hesitation in saying I consider that its use for the washing of slimes cannot 
but be of much value, and an efficient machine. Upon most of the other ore-washing 
machines now in vogue, I have experimented by models, as I have before stated, and 
find that none are to be compared to Berdan’s revolving basin, which, to be made an 
effective and the most perfect ore-saving machine now in use, simply requires a 
slightly di t arrang t in fixings (as to position), with a little addition to its 
aid, and it is then capable of perfectly, savingly, and satisfactorily, washing ores 
crushed of all sizes, from slime upwards, by the speed of its revolutions being varied 
according to size of ore operated upon. In addition to these advantages, it can also 
be applied to its original purpose of crushing, an¢ can crash and wash to afford the 
highest satisfaction. This machine has been much abused, but the error does not lay 
in the machine, but in not being properly understood. However, the time will come 
when I think it will be found that its value will prove itself, and, therefore, merit 
the attention and patronage it deserves as u crushing, and as a perfect ore-washing

Str,—Mr. Zenner’s letter, in your last Journal, does not in any way disprove the 
facts I stated on this subject, but, on the other hand, substantiates my assertion as to 
its being a foreign invention. In his own language, I beg to refer Mr. Zenner to the 
notice in your Journal of the 5th inst., which called forth my letter, where he will 
read at the beginning of the paragraph as follows :—** Mr. Zenner has recently pa- 
tented,” &c.; and at the conclusion of same, the announcement that “ the inventor 
anticipates good results, and is at present conducting a series of experiments,” &c. 
Now, as no other person is named, nor one word said as to *‘ communication from 
abroad,” we are modestly allowed toconsider Mr. Zenner to be the inventor; and in 
no other way can it be interpreted, although that gentleman writes that ‘ he could 
easily have ascertained, by referring to your valuable Journal, that it is a commu. 
nication from abroad.” . 

Not having seen any notice of such patent previous to your impression already re- 
ferred to, I apprehend that there is nothing so remarkable, as Mr. Zenner would in- 
sinuate, in my not having broached this subject before. The paragraph alluded to, 
containing the words *‘ recently patented,” gives me to unders{and that the patent 
is of a late date; while in the Bagineer of last week, I find it bears a date so remote 
as April, 1853, These incongruities, coupled with the fact that, whether the date of 
patent be recent or otherwise, the experiments as to.results of working are only now 
being tried, give to the supposed invention a comical appearance. 

The latter ps of Mr. Zenner’s letter, containing his kind advice as to a course of 
study, my subsequent behaviour to the patentec, and a gentle intimation of a probable 
scene in that English school of correction, the law court, reads like the effusion either 
of a limb of the law or of a man who, quite aware of the fragility of his cause, has 
always in readiness a loud-sounding sentence, with which he hopes to frighten away 
all opponents. Not having pa‘d fees for patent right, either in case of invention, or, 
still less, of “‘ communication,” 1 may reasonably not be expected to be so conversant 
with the patent laws as persons who have done so, and who, having paid dearly, find 
themselves in danger of losing all. 

In conclusion, if Mr. Zenner’s patent right stands the necessary tests, he may rest 
assured that the “ settling the matter elsewhere” will not be required, but, if other. 
wise, then neither the patent laws so caressed by him, nor the license so advertised 
in his reply, will prove very beneficial to him. . Eppy.

Sin,—Your favourable notice of Wagstaffe and Perkins’s patented process, for which 
a company is about being formed, has induced me, previous to embarking in the un- 
dertaking, to ask, through your Journal, a few questions relative to the worling of 
the process upon u much larger scale than a few pounds. The letter of Mr. Clement 
upon the subject has excited within me some practical doubts, as his chemistry and 
mine seems to be a little at variance, Will the patentees answer the following ques- 
tions in reference to working the patent, operating upon 100 tons of ore per week, of 
the sort given in your Journal, from Mr. Clement’s letter ? 

1. How long will the ore be kept in the furnace, burning without coal, so as to con-

2. The size and form of tanks for dissolving the copper from the ore, and the me- 


for its deposition? This ie important, because if but '4 per cent. of copper is left in 
the ore, it will be a loss equal to the whole cost of smelting by the ordinary method, 

3. As the iron in the ore will be converted into a peroxide by the burning, where 
and how is the protosulphate of iron to be produced, according to Mr. Clement’s 
statement, at 60s. per ton? 

4. As the tin will be converted into a peroxide by burning, where and how is the 
chloride of tin to be got? Are the 100 tons of ore to be digested in muriatic acid? 

5. How is the arsenic to be got free from the sulphuric acid? 

6. By what means is the copper to be obtained from the solution—whether by bat- 
tery or single cell, and whether zinc or iron is to be used? 

7. What fixed alkalies are to be used for recovering the acids, and how is the pro- 
duct to be made remunerative, as they are all comparatively cheap to the alkali used? 

8. The extent of plant proposed for working 100 tons per week ? 

‘These appear to me so much at variance with profits and science, as to make me 
suspect that 30,000/. sunk in it will do more to strengthen the present monopoly than 
anything that has taken place this long time. I put the questions openly: probably 
the patentees will be able to answer them satisfactorily ; if so, then I, for one, will 
subscribe what you say concerning it—that it is one of the great discoveries of the 
age.—-April 23.

Sin,—I read your remarks on this subject, in your Journal of the 12th inst., with 
some astonishment. This was caused more especially by your stating that the process 
had ‘* been tested and tried in every way by competent persons ;” and again by your 
statement that you had “* witnessed its efficacy, and can bear personal evidence of its 
practicability and value ;” and again, “It is one of the most important discoveries of 
the age,” &c. You also say that ‘it ought not to be termed a discovery,” inasmuch 
as it is well known to scientific men, but had never been practically applied. 








Lest these statements may mislead those who cannot, from their own knowledge, 
form a correct opinion of the practicability of the proposed plan, and who might— 
from the glowing terms you have employed to express your approbation—be induced 
to believe that the process was new and valuable, { deem it proper to make a few re. | 
marks, which I shall thank you to insert in your next Journal. 

Firstly, I have to remark that the proposed method of extracting the metals from 
the ores, s» far as I can glean from an inspection of the specification of Wagstaffe and 
Perkins’s patent, is not only well and long knowa, but is also well known to be eco- 
nomically impracticable. 

ly, the ores containing sulphur, such as galena (sulphuret of lead), may be 
roasted, and the sulphur obtained in the form of sulphuric acid, as is already well 
known, and patented; but of what use is the acid so obtained for the extraction of the 
lead and silver which these ores always contain ? 

Thirdly, to obtain the lead and silver from such ores, it will be necessary to employ 
another acid—viz., nitric acid—the use of which, e ically, I ider quite out 
of the question. If this, then, is the means by which the company purpose to sepa- 
rate the lead from the ore, I am quite satisfied it cannot be done at a cheaper rate 
than by the present very destructive processes of smelting. 

Fourthly, to apply the process at the mines where the ores are raised—as you hold 
ont to be one of the great and peculiar advantages of this plan—will necessarily in- 
volve the production at the mines of the nitric and muristie acids required, and for 
which the nitre and the salt must be carried there; or, otherwise, the ores must be 
taken to districts where coal, labour, and conveyance of materials are cheap. The 
latter plan will be found the better; but if such turns out to be the case, what be- 
comes of this portion of the peculiar advantages you speak of? 

Fifthly, the large quantities of metallic salts—as nitrates, muriates, and sulphates 
—which must, of course, be produced by this patent plan, would be quite unsaleable, 
or only so at very much reduced prices; and must, therefore, be reduced or separated 
into their constituents—an operation that cannot be performed without expense, and 
without loss of the metals and the acids. 

Sixthly, although it is quite possible to separate metals from solutions by means of 








electricity, it is quite im ble to do so without great expense, which appears not 
to have been thought of by the projectors of the method, . 








Lastly, I have, I am aware, but very briefly and imperfectly lined out these points, 
all of which require ened remark, for which I have not now the necessary time, 
but which I would be glad to have the opportunity of returning to and illustrating in 
succeeding Journals. These remarks may, I hope, in the mean time, draw the atten- 
tion of the public and of the projectors of this scheme, and lead them to the conside- 
ration of its economic practicability, before they venture their money and their cha. 
racters upon an evidently erroneous and unprofitable project.

Stainsby ; and although this miserable affair has been before mining managers and 
mining shareholders for 12 months as an example, still is little improvement observ ~ 
able; for even the Journal referred to contained notices of meetings, in which strange 
conduct had been brought to light. First, the Pennance Consols, where a manager, 
promoter, or agent, is censured for his proceedings ; secondly, the Kilbricken, whose 
secretary is stated to have permitted a member of the committee to improperly transfer 
shares, toavoid payment of calls.

n,— Passing through Norbury some time since, on the way to Shrewsbury, I ob- 
served, in a cutting by the roadside, in the above village, a quantity of spar; and 
upon my return, I had the curiosity to inspect it, and subsequently found there had 
been some old workings on the same lodes. wo adit levels had been driven in from 
the foot of the hill, and intersected the lodes at about 15 fms. from surface ; and the 

uantity of hollow ground, and the nature of the spoil bank, led me to believe that 
there had been a large quantity of copper removed, the oxides and sulphurets being 
very abundant. I picked up two beautiful specimens of grey copper ore, which, from 
the appearance of the fracture, muSt turn out a high per centage of copper. There 
seem to have been a number of shode pits sunk upon the back of the lodes for a length 
of nearly 300 fms. The old adit levels appeared t@ me to have been driven under the 
limestone, and the bottom of the levels on the sandstone rock. In the end of the adit 
level there is a winze sunk on the course of the lode, which underlays about 1 footin 
a fathom. Some explorations were made, I believe, in clearing the old workings, by 
a company, about three years ago; but the feed of water in the bottom of the winze 
was the cause of its being abandoned. The water that constantly issues from the adits 
is strongly impregnated with carbonate of copper, and is highly mineralised. There 
exists a large field of promising mineral ground, embracing a tract of land of an area 
equal to 25 square miles, through which numerous promising lodes are known to ex- 
tend, lying upon the north-west side of that high range of Silurian rocks known as 
the Longmynd Hills, among the strata of which numerous and highly interesting 
fossils exist. None of the copper lodes which run through the district have been ef- 
fectually explored, thereby leaving a fair and promising ficld for mineral enterprise.

Upwards 
of 1200 tons of slime, producing rich silver ores, have been hurried into the stream, 
and deposited in the River Fal, not to be again seen. If Exeter speculators and the 
Traro mining philosophergwill insist in appointing incompetent men to offices which 
often perplex the most strilghtforward first-c!ass men, they are not only injuring the 
pablic generally, but will ultimately reap the fruit of their folly. 

In conclusion, may I be permitted, asa miner of long practical experience, to offer 
some advice to the honourable portion of the South Garras adventurers, First, I

he annual general meeting of proprietors was held at the London Tavern, Bishops- 
gate, on Tuesday, Lieut.-Col, OLreuant in the chair. 


Mr, Bupor (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the follow- 
ing report of the committee of management :— 


The committee have again to present to the shareholders the annual statement of 
the affairs of the company, the accounts being made up in the colony to the 30th June, 
and in London to the 3lst Dee., 1855. The result of the operations for that period 
is, upon the whole, satisfactory, exhibiting a nett profit of 9873/. 17s. 11d., which is 
derived from the pastoral properties of the company, and from commission, interest, 
and exchange operations. The increase in the sheep, cattie, and horse stock is very 
encouraging, while the losses from disease are not beyond the average. 

The valuations have been prepared with due regard to the state of the colony gene- 
rally at the stock-taking (June, 1855), and have not been made at so high a rate as at 
the corresponding period in the previous year; not that there had been any real de- 
preciation in the value of the stock, but Mr. Mackay, the manager in Australia, had 
thought it prudent to provide, by diminished valuations, against any contingencies 
that might arise from the frequent fluctuations to which such property is liable. 

The continued drought which had been experienced for four months affected seve- 
ral of the company’s stations; more especially Lochinvar, the agricultural produce of 
which has been materially reduced in quantity and value compared with that of the 
two previous years; and the total want of pasturage for several consecutive months 
rendered its auxiliary position, with respect to St. Clair, less available than was an- 
ticipated. The prospects for the current year, however, are satisfactory. A greater 
breadth of land has been put under cultivation, and, with a favourable season, a pro- 
fitable result may reasonably be expected. The vineyard also promises an abundant 
vintage; and the French vinegrowers had arrived there in the month of October. 

St. Clair has proved remunerative; but the long period for which it has been 
leased, prior to April, 1854, rendered subsequent repairs and additions to the dwell- 
ing-house, huts, and fences absolutely eye The fee simple of the estate being 
in the company, it is important to keep the buildings and fenced paddocks in a com- 
plete state of repair, and these works are being carried out. During the year, St. 
Clair has dra to Molroy 628 head of cattle, and sold 156 ; notwithstanding which 
the returns exhibit an increase of 68 bead over those of June, 1854. 

The results of Molroy are not so favourable ; a herd of cattle sent off to Sydney, in 
October, 1855, having n too long on the road, arrived in bad condition, and were 
sold at less than they would otherwise have realised. Bundinbarrina shows a favour- 
able statement ; as does also St. Ruth, from which 800 or 900 head of fat cattle would 
be ready for the pots next boiling-down season. 

Rosenthal (comprising the lately-acquired station of Tulburra) presents the most 
satisfactory returns; the profits on that station alone amoun‘ing to 9079/. 2s. 4d. It 
is intended to retain on this run a standing flock of 50,000 sheep ; and it is anticipated 
that, with the increased quantity, and improved quality of the wool, and the periodi- 
cal sales of surplus stock, all the expectation entertained of the productive capabili- 
ties of this fine property will be fully realised. bd 

The clip of 1854, of which there is still a small portion to arrive, weighed 105,000 lbs., 
and has been of a superior quality, some of it having realised, at the February 
sales, 28. 6\od. per lb, ‘The first shipments of clip 1855 have only now been advised, 
the impassable state of the roads having delayed its arrival at the shipping port much 
longer than usual.

The Cuarnmax, in moving the acoption of the report, said that since the last meet- 
ing the mining operations had turned out most unfortanate, but the agricultural pro- 
perty was in an excellent condition. Mr. Beeger had adopted prompt meusures to 
close the Kawau Mine, finding that the sanguine expectations were not realised, and 
the hardness of the ground in sinking the shaft made it most expensive. Ile (the 
Chairman) was now ready to answer any questions that might be put to him.

Asa proof that 
the depreciation in the value of the company’s property was not owing to mining mis- 
management only, the shares upon which 1/. was paid had in 1844, before the mine 
was heard of, fallen to the mere nominal value of 6d. per share, and during the first 
working of the mine they were sold at 10d. per share in 1850. The managers had no 
evidence of which the proprietors were not also placed in possession by the report of 
Mr. Beeger, and in the memorandum upon it they expressed such a moderate opinion 
only as can certainly not warrant the assertion made by ashareholder, that the com- 
pany was dragged into the second trial of the mine by them. The Scotch manage- 
ment had, no doubt, obtained a large quantity of ore, but moe were overpowered by 
the water ; and in the second trial it had been again drained, and the vein exposed 
at a greater depth, and being found so poor as not to be worth working, it had at 
once been abandoned. 

The report and accounts were then unanimously adopted. 

After a very lengthened discussion, a resolution was proposed to appoint a com-

The following remarks, upon the new Rating of Mines Bill, have been 
sent us by a gentleman of great experience in the management of mines, 
and are well worthy the attention of the mining interest :— 

The writers of several articles which have appeared on this subject 


So far from being an improvement on the measure of last session, either 
of the new bills would prove, in the great majority of cases, doubly 
onerous on the miner. 

It is a very rare thing to find a mine sett which does not contain a 
clause that all rates and taxes, except property-tax, shall be paid by the 
lessees. This is equally found in setts under which no rates are payable, 
as in setts drawn with dues payable “in kind,” and, therefore, carrying 
liability to rates. 

Now, in the bill brought into the House of Commons last year it was 
provided that, notwithstanding the existence of the above clause, all rates 
levied on mines not before rateable should be divided equally between 
the lord and lessee ; and in the speeches of the lords’ agents, at the Truro 
meeting, it was stated that the parties who brought in the bill—viz., the 
county Members—thought it no more than fair that the above customary 
clause should be treated as “ surplusage”’; this was the word used, and 
should not be held binding against the lessees, except to the extent of 
one-half the amount of rates to be imposed by the proposed bill,

mittee as an attempt to throw on the miner, hitherto cxempt, double the 
burden contemplated by the bill of last year. 

If it be asked how the miner is quiet under such circumstances, it may | 
be answered that his eyes are hardly yet opened to them, and that when 
they are, he feels himself in so many cases at the mercy of the landowners, | 
as respects the renewals of the 21 ycars’ mine leases, that he fears to incur 
their displeasure, and rests his hopes of the defeat of this measure on the 
landowners themselves becoming ashamed of their scheme when it is ex- 
posed, and on the opposition which may be expected to it on the part of 
the liberal county Member before alluded to.

The speakers at that meeting disowned any intention of 
rating adventurers’ profits. What, then, would be the proceeds of a rating 
on the lords’ dues? In 1855, the copper ores sold in Cornwall amounted 
in value to 1,263,7397., of which, at least, 1,000,000/, was the produce 
of mines in Cornwall; and the lead and tin sales, judging from previous 
years, probably amounted to about 600,000/, from Cornish mines, making 
a total produce of 1,600,000/. This, at an average royalty of 1-18th, 
would show nearly 90,000/. as being paid annually to the lords of mines 
in Cornwall in the shape of dues. 

Now, it being proposed to rate the lords’ dues by Act of Parliament, the 
90,000/. received annually by the lords must be rated at nearly 5s, in 1/. 
to produce the same amount as is now paid for “ doctor and club” money 
throughout the county. For, as a matter of course, when the mines are 
rated to the poor, the — surgeons will have to attend to the mining 
labourers, and the whole of the relief of sick and disabled miners, and 














expenses of funerals, will be thrown upon the parish rates. There will 
no longer be any “doctor and club fund” needed. 
The question, then, presents itself, whether it would not be better to 
coutinue the present doctor and club system, and to apply its funds -—_ 
efficiently to the requirements of sick and disabled miners, and the relief 
of their families, than to do away with the doctor and club system, by im- 
posing a poor rate upon the dues of mines, which, as a consequence, will 
drive the lords to the exaction of higher dues on granting future setts ? 
The parish of Redruth, in the West Cornwall mining district, and the 
arish of St. Cleer, representing the Caradon district, in East Cornwall, 
evied last year poor rates to the amount of 2s. 6d. in 1/. each parish. These 
rates, and those upon all other mining parishes, I conceive, might be very 
greatly lessened by a just and proper administration of the miners’ doctor 
and club fund; and re submit that the proposition for forming a general 
county fund for the purpose is well worthy of the attention of all who are 
interested in the mines of Cornwall. 





THE IRON AND COAL TRADES OF STAFFORDSHIRE. 


(Paom OUB CORRESPONDENT IN WOLVERHAMPTON.) 
Apri 25.—No change of any importance can be reported in the staple 
tradeef this district. Everywhere men are fully employed, and those whom 
the tide of prosperity has not yet reached look hopefully on the pros- 
pects of the summer trade. The general remark is, that the high rate of 
discount is the only check to the returning activity which is experienced, 
and this will, no doubt, be mitigated now that war, the great absorber of 
capital, is brought to a close. The order for plates are not quite so plen- 
tiful as they were a week ago, ard underselling is taking place to some 
extent in that kind of iron. Enquiries for rails are very general through- 
out the district, and there can be no doubt that both for home and foreign 
railways this clasgof iron will for some time be largely in demand. 
In my letter, a ®rtnight ago, I referred to the great increase of exports 
of agricultural produce from Calcutta, which took place last year, especiaily 
in wheat, as an indication of the immense extent to which the resources 
of that vast continent are likely to be developed by increased facilities 
for internal communication, It is now reported on authority, which is 
every way worthy of credence, that the Indian Government have under 
their consideration, and have as good as decided upon, plans for railways 
in India, to the enormous extent of 3000 miles. Of course, these railways 
will probably be executed gradually, but such works cannot but lead to a 
large demand for British iron, even should the efforts to make iron in 
India prove successful ; for it is not to be supposed that anything like an 
adequate supply coukd for some time at least be obtained in a country 
where none of the necessary elements for its production—especially men 
experienced in the manufacture—exist. 
In your general remarks respecting the iron market, last week, you re- 
fer to the existence of an inferior class of iron, produced in this district, 
sold at a low price, but which is dear almost at any rate. The remark is 
perfectly just. There are makers in this district, as probably in every 
other, and in every trade, deficient of capital, who cannot wait to get a 
name for their iron which would command a good price, and who rely 
entirely for their sale upon offering, at a low figure, what is really a very 
inferior description of iron; but the makers of marked brands, who make 
quality the great «ject, command a good price. The inferior makers are 
for the most part brought into existence by a period of great prosperity, 
when the demand exceeds the supply, and anything is purchased, and 
their influence upon the trade is in many ways very detrimental; and, 
perhaps, in none more than in lowering the reputation of the country for 
the quality of the articles its manufacturers produce, I have heard that 
in some parts of the United States, so deceived had purchasers been by 
inferior iron, that they bought only the produce of one or two eminent 
firms, or, if they took unmarked iron, it was only on condition that they 
should return it if it proved to be of inferior quality on being worked up. 
Such facts may help to teach merchants that cheapness is not the only 
consideration to guide them in making purchases. 

The Oak Farm Works, at Dudley, which belong to an eminent London 
firm, are now on sale. It was anticipated that they would have been 
purchased by Lord Ward, but the negociation appears to be at an end, 
and his lordship is proceeding in the erection of a large works at Round 
Oak, Brierly Hill, which will be capable, when finished, of doing an ex- 
tensive trade. 

Among the colliery regulations which came into operation at the com 
mencement of this year, is one requiring that ‘‘ An adequate break shal 
be attached to every machine worked by steam or water-power used for 
lowering or raising persons.”” The main object of this precaution is to 
prevent the accidents which frequently occur when the weight being 
raised is greater than the power the engine will sustain, in which case 
the chain rapidly descends with a constantly accelerating velocity, so 
that any persons ascending by the other chain are liable to be drawn over 
the pulley and killed. Of course, in this case the engineer has no means 
of arresting the motion, except by applying a resistance to the revolution 
of the machinery, independent of the steam-power. Several kinds of 
breaks have been suggested for this purpose, one being to fix an extra 
pulley to the beam on which the crown-wheel and the pulleys which 
carry the chains are fixed, to the exterior of which a break was applied. 
This was found to be very expensive, costing 30/. or 40/. for each engine ; 
and as the pulleys must, in many instances, be fixed at a point on the 
beam distant from the crown-wheel, where the power of the engine is 
applied, it would when the break was applied tend to twist, and no doubt 
would in many cases break the beam. 

Mr. Griffiths, an intelligent engineer, employed at the Chillington 
Company’s iron-works, near this town, has patented an ingenious inven- 
tion, by which the break is applied to the periphery of the crown-wheel. 
The difficulty in effecting this arose from the fact that another wheel 
works into the teeth of the crown-wheel, but this Mr. Griffiths surmounts 
by leaving a space between the two parts of the break where the two 
wheels work into each other, and the ends are hinged on iron pivots, 
which are secured to castings outside the wheels, The other ends are 
connected to a lever by two short arms, a chain attached to the end of 
this is wound round a small drum, to which is attached a windlass, in- 
side the engine-house, close to where the engineer stands. The apparatus 
is exceedingly simple, and most effectual. A man of ordinary strength, 
using a force of 140 lbs., brings the break to bear upon the crown-wheel 
with a pressure equal to 11 tons; and an engine of 30-horse power, mov- 
ing at the greatest velocity, is thus brought to a stand in three seconds, 
A racket works on the axle of the windlass, which keeps the break down 
when the pressure of the engine is removed. There is no danger of 
twisting or breaking the beam, as the pressure is exerted where the power 
of the engine is brought directly to bear. This invention is also free from 
another objection which attaches to some proposed plans, as the break 
being brought to bear gradually, although so quickly, there is no danger 
of injury to the machinery by concussion. Messrs, Barker, of the Chil- 
lington Company, are having these breaks applied to all the engines at 
their fourteen pits; and one, which I saw yesterday, has been examined 
by numbers of gentlemen, including Mr, Lionel Brough, colliery inspector 
for this district, who, in common with all who have seen it, expresses 
his complete approval of the invention. Messrs. G. B. Thorneycroft 
have had it applied to their colliery engines, and many others in this and 
remote districts are also adopting it. I enclose a diagram, which will 
better explain it than any descriptioncan, It can be made for an engine 
of 30-horse power tor 10/. 

In reference to the colliery regulations, I may notice an accident which 
occurred last week, at Bilston, owing to the neglect of fencing coal- shafts. 
A gentleman, returning from that town to Birmingham in the evening, 
missed his train, and to beguile the time during which he had to wait for 
the next, took a walk amid the neighbouring works and collieries. On 
making his way back to the station he took a short cut, and fell into a 
pit, which was not fenced. He caught a chain that hung down, and held 
for a few minutes, when he could not sustain himself longer, and gra- 
dually slipped down to the bottom, some 30 yards. Fortunately, the 
chain reached to the bottom, or he would have been dashed to pieces. As 
it was his hands and legs were fearfully lacerated by the friction of the 
chain, and on reaching the bottom he fell down insensible. In about an 
hour he recovered consciousness, and by shaking the chain, and calling 
out as loud as he could, endeavoured to attract attention. In this, how- 
ever, he failed. The night passed away, and wounded and exhausted, with- 
out food, and only a little dirty water, which he drank from the bottom 
of the pit, he continued from Monday evening to Thursday, using his 
utmost exertions to attract attention; on that day a boatman, observing 
the chain shaking, went to the pit, and finding some one in, procured as- 
sistance, and the unfortunate gentleman was raised in a state of exhaus- 
tion which it is easy to imagine, I understand that heavy compensation 
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will be sought, if necessay by recourse to legal proceedings, from the pro- 
prietors of the colliery, Messrs. Baldwin, for their neglect in not fencing 
the pit. This case will probably lead to the enforcement of this very 
desirable regulation, which, like many others, is, to a large extent, un- 
heeded in this neighbourhood. 
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IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD. } 

Aprit 24.—The accounts we have received this week of the condition 
of the Iron Trade are highly encouraging. The orders which were being 
withheld are now given out more freely, and the demand for general de- 
scriptions of iron, except plates, is on the increase. The demands for iron 
for India are said to be immense, in consequence of the increase of the 
railway system in that country. 

The improvement which we noticed in our last in the condition of the 
Steel Trade still goes on satisfactorily, and the last advices from America 
being favourable, considerable orders are expected from the States. 

The Coal Trade continues very much depressed; we see no prospects 
of immediate improvement, except a larger export trade could be culti- 
vated. ‘The conveyance of cox! along the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lin- 
colnshire Railway Company’s canal from Derbyshire to Gainsborough has 
been talked of, but we are inclined to doubt the realisation of the idea, 
from the incapacity of the canal to afford accommodation for an extensive 
water traffic. There are several other collieries about to be commenced 
in Yorkshire and Derbyshire on an extensive scale, which will add some- 
thing to the already greatly increased production—a circumstance which 
is in a great measure attributable to the present inactivity. The coal- 
masters of the country have found out the fact, that there are now too 
many collieries at work to enable them to maintain thegbigh rates which 
have been obtained for coal, and rather than reduce the : of the article, 
they prefer working the pits about four days per week. Some of the large 
collieries engaged in the execution of heavy contracts for gas-works, or 
other permanent undertakings, find their men full work, but those who 
are dependent mainly upon the ebbing and flowing of the market feel the 
depression severely. It would be much better for the general interests of 
trade if coalmasters would reduce the rates, and endeavour to encourage 
by that means an increased consumption. 

We are glad to find that our great colliery inspectors are determined 
not to allow the new Actof Parliament to remaina dead letter. We have 
had several cases during the week, amongst them a charge brought by 
Mr. Joseph Dickinson, the active and energetic inspector for Lancashire, 
against Joseph Orme, the underground steward in the colliery of the late 
Mr. John Stanley, at Moston, for neglecting to givea collier, named Tay- 
lor, employed in the mines, a copy of the general and special rules, as re- 
quired by the new Act. Mr. Dickinson referred to the Act, and produced 
a copy of the rules of the colliery, by which the responsibility of supply- 
ing the men devolved upon Mr. Orme, as the underground steward. Mr. 
Orme admitted it was an oversight, but since the summons had been served 
he had supplied the men each with a copy. A tine of 10s, was inflicted, 
together with costs, amounting to 1/. 4s, 6d. ‘The second case to which 
we refer is by far the most important, being a catastfophe in which the 
lives of two persons have been sacrificed. ‘The colliery was the property 
of Messrs. Henry Ellis and Co., and on Saturday a collier was working 
in the tirst level, and striking with his pick in the middle of a seam of coal, 
a stream of water, about as thick as a straw, ran into the mine. Kunow- 
ing that the old working was near he threw down his pick, and ran along 
the level of the mine—the water, which had broken into a stream about 
a foot wide, being close at his heels. He gave an alarm, and all the men 
escaped miraculously, but two boys, Allan and Peel, were drowned. It 
was stated at the inquest, at which Mr. Morton, the Government In- 
spector, attended, that boring-rods were not used to ascertain how near 
the old flooded workings were; nor were there any rules, as there ought to 
have been by Act of Parliament, for the guidance of the men. The jury 
returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death,’’ and considered Mr. Ellis, the 
owner of the mine, and Richard Kilner, the bottom steward, should be 
severely reprimanded. Mr, Morton, we are glad to learn, will institute 
proceedings against the owner of the mine and the bottom steward, for not 
complying with the Act. 

The ancient Great Barmote Court, for the Take and Wapentake of 
Wirksworth, Derbyshire, being a local court, for the regulation agd ad 
judication of matters in connection with the minerals of the King’s Field, 
was held at the Moot Hall on Wednesday. J.C. Newbold, Esq., the 
steward, presided, and the following were on the jury :—Messrs. John 
Worthy Stevenson, of Wensley (foreman), John Worthy, William Leam, 
Joseph Greatorex, Joseph Brown, John Staley, Marsden Carden, John 
Greatorex, Robert Adams, Joseph Taylor, Anthony Spencer, and Francis 
Bamford. Head Barmaster, Mr. Joho.Alsop, of Wensley. The jury had 
nothing presented to them, and, consequently, the business was of a routine 
character. The steward stated that he had nothing to address to them, 
except that their Act of Parliament was very explicit, and contained all 
measures necessary for the regulation of the mining interest. ‘The parties 
afterwards dined together, Mr. Newbold being in the chair, and Mr. Alsop, 
the head Barmaster, in the vice-chair. 

The Mill Town Lead Mine, at Ashover, is reported to be in a favour- 
able state. This company recently sold about 390/. worth of ore. The 
Victoria Mine new preference shares have been taken up to the extent of 
about 690, and in a short time a vigorous effort will be made to develop 
the resources of the mine.

‘fhe first public exhibition of illuminating gas from peat, as invented 
by Mr. Johnson, took place last week, when, Lam happy to say, the most 
sanguine expectations of the inventor were more than realised, and the 
Irish public have been the first witnesses of the practicability of an in- 
vention which will do much to effect a great social amelioration in this 
country, and an invention which, ere long, must be brought into general 
use, not only for the purposes of making peat available, but also for the 
production of coal gas; so that while being an iavention which will con- 
fer in its practical operation a great boon upon Ireland, it will, and must, 
eventually find its way into England, and every place where gas is em- 
ployed. I need scarcely say, that the many thousands who have now 
geen this gas are no longer incredulous, and whatever scepticism may 
have formerly existed as to the merits of the invention, and its applica- 
bility, it is now entirely removed, and Mr. Johnson has the satisfaction 
of knowing that his greatest opponents are now themselves convinced, 
and have willingly acknowledged the great value of the method employed 
by him. The exhibition of last week was, indeed, a triumph of mind 
over matter; and the gas, burning through 268 jets, forming the word 
* peat,” could not have been more brilliant, or have possessed more illumi- 
nating power, had the best coal been employed in its production. I have, 
on former occasions, given your readers full particulars of this invention, 
and allude to it now only to place on record its first practical application. 

I was last week highly gratified on being allowed, through the kind- 
ness of the cpmpany’s secretary, to visit the Ballycorus Lead-Works of 
the Mining Company of Ireland, and certainly I cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing my conviction, that a concern more creditable to the proprietors, 
the manager, and the country, could not exist. It is complete in every 
particular, and will, when extended, as is the intention, form the most 
perfect of its kind in the kingdom; indeed, it could hardly be otherwise, 
placed, as it is, under the able direction of Mr. Jenkins, patentee of the 
double reverberatory furnace, which is carried into operation on the pre- 
mises, and has produced the best results, both with regard to efficiency 
and economy. It consists of two chambers; in the first is placed the ore 
ready for fusion, and in the second the ore for calcination: there is a 
passage between the two, which can be opened or shut at pleasure; so 











that after the heat has been expended in fusing in the first, it passes into 
the second, and thus performs a double office. Mr. Jenkins has also in- 
troduced a blast-furnace for working up the slag, which generally con- 
tains about 6 per cent. of the motal: there are two of these furnaces, and 
so efficacious are they that 100 tons of slag could be worked up weekly. 
New machinery has also been erected for, converting the lead into sheet 
ind pipe, and operations of this nature can be carried on to any extent. 
The assay-office is complete in every point, and the most delicate assay 
van be undertaken; in fact, nothing is wanting, and I expect that the 
exports of manufactured lead will soon be very considerable, as the com- 
pany will shortly be able to carry on the most extensive operations. Too 
much praise cannot be given to the efficient manager, Mr. Jenkins, and 
well may the company be complimented on having secured the services 
of such a skilful otlicer. 

I regret that I cannot give your correspondent of last week any cheer- 
ing information concerning the winding-up of the Irish Consols Mining 
Company. It is now nearly twelve months since the matter was placed 
in the hands of the official manager, but as yet nothing seems to have 
been done to forward to any important stage the dissolution of the com- 
pany. This delay must be productive of expense, and the shareholders 
should stir themselves, like your Irish reader, and get some satisfaction 
from the official manager, who certainly seems rather dilatory in his 
movements, It is not for me to question the appointment of manager, as 
made by the Master in Chancery, but it is hard to conceive how a gen- 
tleman, with a large professional practice as a physician, and an attendant 
of one of the hospitals, can give the time and attention requisite to effi- 
ciently discharge his duties as official manager fur winding-up a mining 
company. However, I understand, that in ten or twelve days the Master 
will be occupied in adjudicating upon the matter as it now stands, when 
[ hope that some information of a satisfactory nature may be elicited. I 
shall watch any proceedings that may be taken, and acquaint your readers 
with the result, 





METAL TRADES AND INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS IN FRANCE. 
[PROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT. } 

Aprit 23.—The public securities and railway stocks still continue their 
ascensional movement, varied now and then by a slight fall, as if to prove 
their elasticity. In the Metal Market, matters remain in statu quo. There 
is really nothing to report—no purchases or offers of sale of any import- 
ince: the general tendency is toa fall. It is not to be supposed that this 


state of inaction can last much longer ; in the provincial markets, however, 
there is more activity. ‘lhe late heavy rains have increased the motive 
power at the disposal of ironmasters, and the conclusion of peace has given 
some degree of steadiness to holders. In Champagne, grey pigs are quoted 
it 195 frs., and even fonte noire finds purchasers at 225 frs., delivered in 
Paris, in consequence of the rise in prices at Glasgow ; a new furnace is 
to be shortly set working in the district. In the Moselle, there is also an 
appearance of firmness. Some recent experiments in the production of 
steel direct are reported to have been successful, and large contracts are 
stated to have been entered into for the manufacture of railway axles and 
tyres, Some of the ironmasters have contracts in hand sufficient to keep 
their men in full work for the next 1S months. In the Paris market, 
copper and lead remain stationary. Zinc has fallen, but tin has felt the 
influence of the rise in London, and is quoted—Banca 354 frs., English 
342°50 frs. to 345 frs., straits 320 frs., Peruvian 332°50 trs. to 335 frs. the 
110 kilogrammes. 

The industrial and scientific world has lately been agitated by an en- 
deavour to obtain tardy reparation for a gross and cruel act of injustice, 
perpetrated towards the close of the last century, under the plausible pre- 
text of the public good. Last year, a petition was addressed to the Em- 
peror, by the representatives of the family of Nicholas Leblanc, praying 
that his title to the merit of having discovered a mode of manufacturing 
soda might be publicly recognised. From this petition, it appears that 
the factory established by this unfortunate inventor was sequestered by 
the Convention in 1793, and the invention published to the world, on ac- 
count of its public utility. Asa natural consequence, the inventor was 
ruined, and died in the midst of the deepest poverty. At the present time, 
there is manufactured in Europe upwards of 300,000 tons of soda. The 
facility and cheapness with which this material is produced has given an 
universal impetus to all manufactures in which it is employed. Hun- 
dreds of manufacturers have made colossal fortunes, and the entire world 
has gained by the publication of Leblanc’s invention, he and his family 
ilone excepted; they have reaped nothing but misery, persecution, and 
leath. The petition was referred to the Academy of Sciences for exami- 
aation, A committee was appointed, composed of Messrs, Thenard, Chev- 
reul, Pelouze, Regnault, Balard, and Dumas, and the report has been pub- 
lished, At the very commencement, the widow and children of M. Dizé, 
who was a partoer with Leblanc, came forward to claim, on behalf of 
their relative, his share in the merit of the invention, and thus created 
extra difficulties. The report shows that the invention was due to the 
reward of 2400 frs., offered by the former Academy of Sciences, for the 
best essay on the manufacture of soda from sea salt, in the same way as 
the artificial production of ultra-marine, and Girard’s flax-spinning ma- 
chinery, were called into existence by like rewards. At the time the 
\c udemy offered the reward, French glass, soap, and other factories, were 
suffering from the dearness of potass and the native Spanish sodas. In 
1777, Malherbe, a Benedictine monk, and in the early part of 1789, De la 
Métherie, had suggested processes for treating sea salt in order to the 
production of sulphate of soda, but which processes were impracticable. 
\t about that time, Nicholas Leblanc, surgeon to the household of the 
| Duke of Orleans, Philippe Egalité, turned his attention to the subject, 
| and invented the process which has been used, without variation, up to 
the present time to manufacture soda from sea salt. Leblanc proposed 
to the Duke of Orleans to set up a factory, if the Duke would furnish the 
funds; the latter consented, but desired to have the opinion of D’Arcet, 
professor of chemistry at the College of France, upon the merits of the 
invention. Dizé was the assistant of D’Arcet, and repeated Leblanc’s pro- 
cess before the professor’s eyes. Mvanwhile, Dizé appears to have had 
suggested to him, by the experiments of Leblanc, the manufacture of sul- 
phate of ammonia and white lead on a similar system, and to have pro- 
posed to Leblanc to work the two inventions together. A deed was drawn 
up and signed, Feb. 12, 1790, before a London notary, called in the French 
capers James Lutherland, which I take to be a misprint for Sutherland, 
by the duke, his agent Shee, Leblanc, and Dizé, whereby the duke agreed 
to advance 200,000 livres tournois to start the manufacture. The profits 
were to be divided in the following proportions :—9-20ths to the duke, 
ifter the payment of LO per cent. interest on the capital advanced; 9-20ths 
between the inventors, who were to receive yearly, Leblanc 4000 livres, 
and Dizé 2000 livres, until their share of the profits reached these respec- 
tive amounts; and Shee was to be paid 2-20ths for looking after the duke’s 
interest, His Grace the Duke of Orleans appears to have been an excel- 
lent man of business, fully penetrated with the necessity of taking care of 
number one, and with as keen an eye to the main chance as any Jew 
broker. Had his grace, or equalityship, acted as prudently in political 
matters he might have saved his cousin’s life, and kept his own head upon 
his shoulders. However, be that as it may, the factory was opened at 
St. Denis, Masonde Seine. The revolution, in ordering the sequestration 
of the property of the Duke of Orleans, naturally doomed this rising ma- 
nufacture to destruction. The funds were withdrawn, and the utensils 
sold by public auction. A short time after, or about the same time, the 
Committee of Public Weal ordered the publication of all manufacturing 
secrets for the benefit of the country. ‘‘ A generous sacrifice,” the com- 
mittee named this forcible publication of men’s ideas!

RON AND Steet Manuracrure.—Mr. J. G. Martien, of Newark, New 
Jerfey (U. 8.), has patented an invention, consisting in the application of atmospheric 
air by mechanical pressure, or of water, vapour of water, or steam, for the better pu- 
rification of the liquid or melted metal, and below the surface of the said metal, as it 
comes from the blast or emelting-furnace as also from the finery fire; the air and 
steam to be applied in their natural or heated state, and in such manner as to com- 
pletely penetrate every part of the metal, prior to its congellation into pigs or other- 
wise. It may be necessary, under some circumstances, to continue the heat for a time 
to the melted metal, for the more effectua! treatment by the action of the atmospheric 
air, &c. In thus treating the melted metal, either as it directly comes from the blast- 
furnace or finery fire, it is left in the form of pigs, plates, or in a granulated state, as 
may be desired; or it may be conducted after such treatment, directly, and without 
material loss of heat, to the reverberatory or other furnace, and there subjected to 
intense heat, and speedily converted into balls of malleable metal of iron or steel. The 
inventor is aware that it has been proposed to use streams of steam in puddling and 
refinery-furnaces, but his claim is limited to the purifying of iron from a blast or re- 
FWennixe whilst still in a melted state.

ocomotive Rartway Barrery.—Mr. Thos, Almgill, of Busby, Glas- 

W, proposes the employment of a locomotive railway battery for reducing fortified 
places, and protecting our own sea coasts, contending that a battering train of 30 or 
50 guns could be brought to bear on any part of a fortification at a few minutes’ no- 
tice, whilst the effect of such a concentration of force would be irresistable. In the 
defence of consts, although these batteries might not supersede stationary ones, they 
would be of the greatest service as auxiliaries. Itis calculated that, notwithstanding 
the railway would be constructed by Government, and made somewhat different from 
our present lines, it might be used for commercial purposes, thereby repaying the 
outlay, and keeping the railway in good order. The railway is constructed with three 
rails instead of the ordinary two, and each gun is supported on a carriage with six 
wheels. A platform is connected to each carriage, with all the materiel used in artil- 
lery practice. The rails are laid on strong stone walls a few feet high, thus leaving 
a trench under the carriages themselves, and also between the fortitication and the 
railway, 80 as to form a receptacle for the debris or fragments of broken wall, and to 
keep the rails clear from any obstruction. An abutment is proposed to be built pa- 
rallel with the railway, against which the back part of the gun-frame will press when 
under recoil —this abutment to be a foot higher than the railway. The buffers work 
on strong joints, so that when the battery is required to be removed they can be 
lifted from the abutment by means of a lever attached for that purpose. The cannon 
rests on three rollers, suitably grooved and adjusted in its own frame, the angle of 
elevation being obtained in the usual manner. A locomotive or stationary engine 
could be employed for removing the train, but if a locomotive were used, it must be 
constructed so as to give as much power as possible, with the least amount of ex- 
posure. This system would require an alteration in the fortification of places, but

FP tucarsso Scutstose Bopies ror Propucts.—Mr, Pierre Gédéon Barry, 
Gray, France, bas provisionally specified some improvements in the treatment of 
bituminous shale, Boghead mineral, and other schistose bodies, to obtain various com- 
mercial results therefrom, The produce is —highly rectified mineral oil, mineral oil for 
lighting, fat unctuous paraffine oil, and mineral greasc. The inventor uses retorts 
for decomposing the schistose bodies, and a receiver. The pipes, which conduct the 
gases from the retort, enter partly into the receiver, which is placed at some distance 
from the retorts ; a condenser, provided with refrigerating tubes, condensing the raw 
oils and ammoniacal waters. Purifiers formed of wooden cases, lined with lead, and 
provided each with an agitator, are employed to place the oils, after their separation 
from the thick tar, in contact with 5 per cent. by weight of sulphuric acid. The matters 
must be agitated for about three hours, then left to settle down, and drawnoff intoase- 
cond purifier, placed under the first, where they bave added tothem about 5 per cent. 
by weight of caustic soda, or a sufficient quantity of lime-water, and the whole is to 
be well stirred for several hours, and then allowed tosettle. The distilling app.ratus, 
for the raw oils, is composed of a cucurbit, placed over the furnace ; it is fitted with 
a man-hole for clearing it out, and communicates by a pipe with a coil, from which 
the products of distillation are discharged into a receiver. After submitting the raw 
oils to a primary distillation (to separate the semi-liquid tar which remains in the 
cucurbit), they are heated successively with sulphuric acid, caustic soda, and lime- 
water, and are then re-distilled in the same manner as molasses or ram. The oils 
separated from the thick tar yield (under a properly-regulated distillation)—first, 
the light essential oil; and afterwards, oils of a denser character. The distillation 
may be further proceeded with, but the heat must be progressively increased, and the 
product resulting will be unctuous oil, fit for greasing and lubricating. A nearly 
liquid tar will still remain in the cucurbit, which may be converted into a black grease 
by mixing it with caustic soda. After being we!l stirred, at a temperature of from 
75° to 85° Fahr., for two or three hours, saponification takes place, and the matter 
being run into appropriate receivers, forms what the inventor terms mineral pa- 
raffinised grease. The unctuous oil is placed in refrigerators, with double bottoms, 
wherein it is submitted to a low temperature, at which the paraffine will be separated, 
the remainder being gathered in bags and submitted to pressure, in order to extract 
whatever little oil it may contain. In the decomposition of schistose substances, the

Wire Suspension Tramway.—An ingenious and simple contrivance 
for the transmission of goods from one elevation to another, or across and along deep 
cuttings, has recently nm announced, The invention consists in constructing two 
inclined planes in such a manner that, on the arrival of a wagon or load at the bot- 
tom of the second incline, and on its being unloaded, the arrival of another load at 
the foot of the first incline will raise up the unloaded wagon to the highest level from 
which it first started. The inclined planes consist of ropes, or cables, stretched from 
post to post. At one post they are fixed on the same level. or nearly so, whilst, at the 
other, they are fitted toa balance lever. This lever, or yard, is fitted to an upright, 
in such a manver that one end is to be above the igvel of the point at which the ropes 
are fitted to the opposite post, or upright, whilst the other end is below ita level. On 
a loaded wagon starting from the highest point, the part of the cable connected to the 
upper arm of the lever, by its own gravity it will descend the inclined plane till it 
reaches the lowest part of the incline at the oppusite upright ; it will then start again 
and descend the lower inclined plane until it gets to the lower arm of the lever, and 
supposing it then to be unloaded, and a loaded wagon to arrive at the bottom of the 
first incline, the latter, by its superior gravity, will cause the two inclines to change 
places, and will thus raise the unloaded one to the point from which it started. The 
inventor considers that for earthworks, such as cuttings, embankments, and quarries, 
it will be found very advantageous, or in crossing rivers and canals, when bridges 
would interfere with navigation. The wagons might, if desired, be employed trans- 

rting passengers or live stock, as well as goods, 

“Pdiccrme Macuine.—Experiments have lately been tried, in the lark o! 
Nbuilly, with a newly invented machine, moved by steam power, and mounted on 
four rollers, which serve as wheels. In the back part of the machine are placed nine 
powerful levers, which rise and fall alternately, and send into the ground, to the 
depth of about 15 inches, a double row of pickaxes in the form of hoes. It igcalcu- 
lated that this machine will dig and turn over a surface of 50 yards in less than ten 
minutes, or 2!, acres of ground in about 30 hours, supposing that the machine does 
not get out of order. The engine is of 8-horse power.— Galignani.

THE NEW COAL MINES INSPECTION ACT, 


3 James Robins, of Covent-garden, Mr. C. II. Moore, of Lincoln's Inn- 
tields, and others, representing the Edward and Arthur and Mirey Stock (olhery 
Company, in the Forest of Dean, have been convicted under three separste informa- 
tions with infringing the laws relating to collicries. Mr. Herbert Mackworth, the 
Government Inspector, was’present; Mr. R. Mason, of Newnham, eonducted the pro- 
secution; and Mr. Hiram Williams, the manager, represented the company. The 
first charge was for ‘* working the said colliery without having establiehed and ob- 
served such speciai rules for the conduct and guidance of the persons acting in the 
management of the said colliery, and of all persons omploges in or about the same, 
contrury to the statute in such case made and provided,” r. Mackworth ¢ xplained 
that, visiting the colliery on Sept. 12, 1855, a month after the Act passed, he met Mr. 
Lewis Wiiliams, the resident manager, who appeared ignorant of the Act of Parlia- 
ment, and on the necessity of obtaining rules being urged, said he would communicate 
with bis brother, but declined to furnish the names of the proprietors. Five months 
after, a boy was killed at the colliery, and Mr. Mackworth, attending the inquest, 
found that no rules calculated to prevent such occurrences were established ; had such 
been the case, in all human probability the poor boy would have been saved. Again, 
on Marea 7, the Inspector visited the colliery, but found no rules as required by the 
Act of Parliament; some rules were certainly put up, but they had not reeeived the 
assent of the Secretary of State ; however, a set of rules has since been sent in by the 
secretary, similar to those adopted in other parts of the Forest. Aiter some diseus- 
sion between Mr. Mackworth, Mr. Mason, and the Messrs. Williams, the Beneh ex- 
pressed their concurrence in instituting such proceedings, and inflicted a fine of 10s., 
and costs, remarking that the former was lower than otherwise would have been the 
case, as the costs, owing to the serving of the summonses in London, were rather 
heavy.—The second information wae for ‘* working the said colliery without a proper 
indicator being provided to sbow the position of the load in the pit or shaft thereof, 
and also without an adequate brake being attached to the machine used thereat for 
lowering or raising persons.” Mr, Mack worth said the articles were not on the col- 
liery in Sept., 1855, or Mareh, 1856. Upon each occasion he called Mr. Lewis Wil- 
liams’s attention to the fact, when he told him of eight infringements of the Act in 
Sept., four of which were not remedied on March 7. Mr. Hiram Williams admitted 
the absence of the indicator, stating it was on the premises, but could not be ercected, 
owing to the want of skilled workmen to do #0 ; it was, however, completed shortly 
after March 17. A fine of 10s., and costs, was inflicted.—The third information was 
laid under the 18th Vic., cap. 99, sec. 2, and was for employing a boy under the age 
of 10 years. The Bench said the Act was very stringent, and they would recommena 
inuch ciccumspection before employing lads. The information would be dismissed, 
but not without costs At the suggestion of Mr. Mackworth, Mr. Machen informed 
the parents that, under the Act of Parliament, they were liable toa penalty of 30s. 
tor sending their children to work in collieries before the age of 10 years; while the 
employers were liable to pay 10/. or 5/., at the discretion of the magistrates. 


t the Chorley Petty Sessions, Mr. George Forster, of Standish, ma- 
nager for Messrs. Johu Taylor and Son, of Siandish, coal proprietors, was summoned 
before Mr. E. Silverton, and others, by Mr. Peter Higson, the Government Inspector 
of Coal Mines for the district, for not having an indicator, brake, &c., in compliance 
with the Actof Parliament. The Inspector further stated, that he visited the Standish

Village Colliery, of which Mr. Forster was the principal manager, on Jan. 23 last, and 
called Mr. Forster’s attention to the defective state of the boiler, which ho found was

| to get the appendages which the law required without delay, and Mr. Forster pro- 
} mised to do so; but two days after the boiler exploded, and killed four persons, it

present proceedings. Mr Forster pleaded guilty, under extenuating circumstances ; 
he said he had lost no time in carrying into effeet the wishes of the Inspector, for on 
the day following his visit he sent to Wigan for the articles required, and no person 
regretted more than he did the lamentable accident which followed. The magistrates 
reminded Mr. Forster that he ought not to have waited for an Act of Parliament to 
compel him to do that which was necessary for the protection of the lives of those 
employed under him, and much less ought he to have waited for the orders of the In- 
spector, after the Act had come into force ; but, as he bad shown a disposition to ime 
mediately comply with the directions given him by the Inspector when he visited the 
colliery, they would not inflict the full penalty, but fined him in the mitigated sum 
of,3/., and costs. ‘They hoped the case would prove a warning to others. 

t the Newport Petty Sessions, on Monday, Mr. 'T. Wynne, the Govern~ 
ment Inspector of Mines for the district, preferred a charge of breach of the 18tle 
and 19th Vict., cap. 108, sec, 9, against Mr. E. Jones, the agent for the Lillerbait 
Company, at Donnington Wood. A boy named Holmes was killed by en expiosion of 
fire-damp at the “ Flint” coal pit, Donnington Wood : at the inquest, it was stated 
by Wm. Tart, the *‘reeve,” that the place where the explosion took place was not 
worked, that a fence was placed to keep persons out, and that the deceased inust have 
pulled the rail down, and gone into the foul air with a lighted candle. lart also 
deposed that on going to the deceased after the explosion he admitted that he had 
done wrong. A verdict of ** Accidental Death” was returned, The present caso 
arose out of this accident, the proprietors and agents of ** The Flint” coal pit having 
failed to give notice of the explosion either to Mr, Wynne, the inspector, or to one 
of the principal Secretaries of State, thereby rendering themselves liable toa penalty 
of not less than 10/., and not exceeding 20/7, Mr. Wynne, however, was present a? 
the inquest, and expressed his intention of taking proceedings against all the parties. 
The case appeared to exite considerable interest, the Court being crowded with pere 
sons connected with collieries. Mr. Wynne attended to substantiate the charge, 
and Mr. Fisher, of Newport, appeared on bebalf of the defendant. On the case 
being called, Mr. Fisher intimated that he had no defence to the charge, and would 
submit to the smallest penalty allowed by law, with expenses. Mr. Wynne said Dis 
object in bringing the present cases before the magistrates was not to press for heavy 
penalties, but t» do all he could to stop the frequency of fatal accidents in coal-pits. 
—Mr. Wm. Bulger, the underground manager for the same colliery, was charged with 
a breach of one of the special rules, which provides that “ every place in the pit shall 
be ventilated,” rendering himself liable to a penalty not exceeding bl. Mr. Fisher 
submitted to a penalty of 1s. and costs, to which Mr. Wynne agreed.— The next case 
was that of Wm. Tart, the **reeve” or fireman of * The Flint” coal pit, for a breach 
of the following rule : —**The ‘ reeve’ shall be at the pit one hour before it commences 
work, and descend into and carefully examine every working place previous to the 
workmen going down to their work.” Mr. Fisher, on behalf of the defendant, 
pleaded guilty, and the nominal fine of Is. and costs was inflicted. We understand 
that these are the first cases of the kind Mr. Wynne has bad in Shropshire, otherwise 
he would no doubt have pressed for the infliction of heavier penalties. Their at- 
tention having thus been temperately drawn to the subject, there can be little doubt 
that the managers of mines throughout the locality will second the humane ‘nten~ 
tions of the authorities by firmly enforcing the rules, general and special, which 
have been framed with a view to the better protection of the miner in his (at all 
times) hazardous employment. 





HISTORY OF LAKE SUPERIOR MINING DISTRICTS.—No. II. 
The geographical position of Lake Superior is between 46° and 48° north latitude, 
and 84° and 92° west longitude; it is about 400 miles from east to west, and 80 miles 
at its greatest breadth. Its highest level above that of the ocean is 537 feet, and ity 
depth in some parts reaches 900 feet. Its waters, which are soft and limpid, main- 
tain, even during the summer, a very low temperature, and are well stocked with 
tish, which will, no doubt, ere many years be passed, form the basis of an active trade. 
Lake Superior is the northernmost of the great Lakes Superior, Michigan, Huron, 
and Erie, from which the waters pass, by the falls of Niagara, into Lake Ontario, ana 
thence into the River St. Lawrence. The two lakes, Superior and Huron, communt- 
cate with each other by the River St. Marie, which is studded by numerous isles. 
Near the town of Saut Sainte Marie, rapids interrupt the navigation, and the Cana- 
dians alone attempt the descent in their bark canoes, The town of Saut Sainte Marie, 
situated at the foot of the rapids, is built upon the site of an ancient Indian village, 
and of the Jesuits’ Mission House of Sainte Marie du Sault. Its importance is derived 
from the extent of its mining operations, and from its position, which is extremely 
advantageous for a mart between the ports of Lake Erie, Detroit, and Lake Superior. 
Everything necessary for life and mining operations arrive at Saut Sainte Marie, and 
are transported by railway above the rapids, and there embarked by veseels trading 
with Lake Superior. In the same manner the produce of the mines bas to be dis- 
charged above the rapids, and is thence carried by the railway to the quays of the 
town. The railway is about a mile in length, and renders the transport economical ; 
but the expenses of loading and unloading at the extremities are extremely heavy. 

This state of affairs, however, is about to terminate, an English company having 
constructed a canal of about the same length as the railway, with a single lock, whien 
is of sufficient dimensions for the gigantic steamers which navigate the lake. This 
canal enabling the vessels from Lake Erie to reach the Keweenaw Point with facility. 
The two Lakes Huron and Michigan, of which the level is sensibly the same, com- 
municate with each other by the broad Strait of Makinaw. Both steam and sailing 
vessels are very plentiful on these lakes, although their borders are almost uninba- 
bited. The River Detroit, which is broad and deep, unites Lakes Huron and Erie ; 
the current is not rapid, from the smal! difference between the level of the two lakes ; 
about the middle of the river the Lake St. Clair offers some obstacles to navigation 
from the shallowness of the water, vessels of 2000 tons or upwards grounding fre- 
quently. These accidents are not, however, attended with danger, from the bottom 
being slightly clayey sand, but they cause considerable delay. 

The two promontories, Gros-Cap and Pointe-aux-Iroquois, mark the entrance of 
the River St. Marie, and on the southern, or United States, side of Lake Superior, the 
principal objects of interest are : White Fish Point, the shore of Grand Island, the 
bay of Chocolate River, the Keweenaw Bay, which is very deep, the Keweenaw Point, 
and the Porcupine Mountains. All the western part, from the bottom of the lake to 
the English possessions, is almost unexplored (they belong to the state of Minnesota), 
and the treaties with the Indian tribes date only from 1854. The northern side is 
much more varied than the American, and presents numerous isles, very deep bays, 
and high mount:ins along the coast. Theeastern shore offers nothing but open bays, 
in which vessels find no protection from the tempest. Two isles, Michipicoten and 
Isle Royal, merit attention, from the fact that both are traced upon the Jesuits’ old 
chart, with the remark that, according to Indian traditions, they are verv rich in 
native copper. Recent operations, however, have not confirmed this assertion ; the 
works on Michipicoten (belonging to the English) being almost abandoned, and Isle 
Royal producing but 40 tons of copper per annum. Isle Royal belongs to the State 
of Michigan, is situate opposite the Keweenaw Point, and its geological constitution 
is analogous thereto. It has deep and well sheltered bays, and large and excellent 
ports on the southern side, but the northern shore is rather irregular, and presents 
many very sharp sloping shores. Many veins, containing copper ore, and native cop- 
per and silver, have been discovered on the English and American sides of the lake, 
and in the two isles alluded to, but, in consequence of their greater riches, the prin- 
cipal operations are concentrated on the Keweenaw Point and in Ontonagon. These 
localities, presenting the greatest industrial interest, will be especially dwelt upon. 








IsPRovEMENTS 1N Pra-Inon.—Mr. Robt. Longden, jun., of Manchester 
(who, with other gentlemen in that city, have a patent for improving iron), has been 
experimenting at the works of Messrs. Losh, Wilson, and Bell, at Walker, on the 
Tyne, during the last few days. Mr. Longden has also made some interesting expee 
riments at the large iron-works at Middlesbro’, in Yorkshire. At Walker, Mr. Longe 
den was pat ticularly successful. A small quantity of common salt (say 144 or 2 per 
cent.) is introduced into the coke ovens, along with the smallcoals. The salt removes 
the sulphur from the coke, and hence the iron made with this coke in the blast fur- 
naces is materially improved. Bars made from thisiron have broken like crown iron 
and it makes capital rails. It is very likely that the process will be generally adopte 
with coals of an inferior description.— Sunderland Herald,

Recently the employers inti- 
mated their intention to bring back the wages to the old standard, and this the col- 
liers have resisted. The men state that coal and iron maintain their former rate of 
price, while the masters aver that at the wages of 5s. per day they were producing 
coal and iron ata loss. This state of matters has led to a strike over ali the western 
counties of Scotland, and nearly 30,000 men are now idle. The masters are meeting 
the resistance by blowing out their furnaces. Alreidy about 20 per cent. are out of 
blast, and they threaten to extinguish the whole of them. A few hundreds are work- 
ing here and there—some at the reduced rate of 4s., and others at the old rate of 5s. 
per day; but these numbers are trifling compared with those who are on strike. 
Hitherto the men here, generally «peaking, conduct themselves in an orderly manner.
